REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: independent claims 
1 1 is allowable for the limitation of cerium oxide layer on a part of semiconductor apparatus 
having anodized aluminum as a base surface. Claim 18 is allowable for the limitation of cerium 
oxide layer as a single largest constituent on a ceramic substrate of alumina, silicon carbide, 
silicon nitride, boron carbide and boron nitride. Claims 40 and 46 are similarly allowable for 
intermediate layer between cerium oxide and base substrates. These limitations are not disclosed 
or fairly suggested in the prior art in the context of other limitations of these claims.
